-The numerous stores are 
well stocked and commodious and a 
specially lange modern hotel graces 
one of the main corners of the town. 
The Wainwright Gas Company Ltd. 
supplies the Town with that com- 
modity for heating purposes while the 
Calgary Power Company Ltd furnish 
es electrical power. The Town Coun- 
cil has under consideration the mat- 
ter of instaling water and sewage 
facilities to it’s residents and there 
are many fine homes throughout the 
Town .

More Gasolina For 


Cars Entering U.S. 


Welcome news for Alberta motor- 
ists who plan to make trips to the 
United States during the holiday sea- 
son has just been received by the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

The U.S. authorities have increased 
the gas allowance for Canadian 
motorists entering the U.S, Instead 
of the former 15 gallons allowed, the 
ration has been increased to 20 gal- 
lons, covered by two coupons, each 
good for 10 U.S. gallons. 

While the U.S. gallon is not as 
heavy as the Canadian, this addition- 
al fuel allowance will be welcomed 
by drivers, 

It is all the more so in view ot the 
announcement that the U.S, has re- 
laxed border crossing restrictions on 


Canadians visiting the U.S. for 29 
days or less, 
While the allowance is increased 


for motorists entering the U.S., a 
note of warning against Canadians 
using up their coupons in the hope of 
the dominion’s allowance being fur- 
ther increased this year has been 
sounded by federal en. of- 
ficials. 

It has been stated there is no im- 
mediate prospect of the gas ration 
being increased or being lifted in 
Canada, 


Canada Gets 5p.c. 
World Sugar 


Increase in beet sugar production 
in Canada would not add any appre- 
ciable amount to the stock of sugar 
available to Canadian consumers, 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
officials point out, commenting on 
the suggestion made in some quart- 
ers that a cut in the Canadian sugar 
ration might have been avoided by 
doubling the Canadian acreage in 
suger beets. 

The world supply of sugar has been 
pooled under an agreement between 
Britain, Canada and the United Stat- 
es. Given an allotment on the same 
per capita basis as the other two 
countries, Canada is allowed five 
per cent of the world’s supply. 

While an increase in beet sugar 
production in Canada would slightly 
increase the total amount of sugar 
in the world, lower now than in pre- 
vious years, this increase would have 
to be shared with the other nations

In Restaunts 


Tuesdays and Fridays are meat- 
less days in public eating places in 
Canada, under new meat rationing 
regulations, 


“Meatless means meatless’ says a 
Prices Board official, for the present 
rationing program covers all meats 
and meat products including offals 
such as kidney, liver, heart and 
sweetbreads. Even pork and beans 
served with a strip of bacon will be 
‘out’ on meatless Tuesdays and Fri- 
days, althoough the Board condones 
serving soup made from meat stock, 
Fish and poultry are exempt from 
the regulations, 

The new meat rationing program 
affecting public eating places made 
its entry Friday, July 13th. Although 
consumer rationing of meat is near- 
ly two months away, Many house- 
wives are planning to commence 
meat conservation by observing 
meatless Tuesdays and Fridays on 
the home menu as well, 


FRUIT RIPENS 
FOR PRESERVING

Housewives budgeting this year's 
allotment of canning sugar are look - 
ing into the Canadian fruit basket to 
estimate the best fruits for their 
sugar. 

According to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics this year’s grape har- 
vest will be the third largest in his- 
tory, but the apple crop is just a- 
bout half what it was a year ago. 
Small fruits are above their average 
production, including strawberries, 
raspberries, grapes, B. C. cherries 
and apricots, Weather has played 
havoc with the large tree fruit crop 
in Dastern Canada, reducing the num 
ber of peaches, plums, prunes, pears 
and cherries, The overall cherry crop 
is less than it was a year ago, al- 
though British Columbia cherries ex- 
ceeded those of last year.
